WHAT IS A NOISE
COMPATIBILITY STUDY?

The impact of aircraft noise on develop-
ment around airports has been a major
environmental issue in the United States
for many years.  After years of study and
demonstration programs, Congress
authorized full-scale Federal support for 

airport noise compatibility programs
through the Aviation Safety and Noise
Abatement Act of 1979.  In response to
that Act, the Federal Aviation
Administration (FAA) adopted a Federal
Aviation Regulation (F.A.R. Part 150) to
set minimum standards for the prepara-
tion of such studies.

A Noise Compatibility Program is
intended to promote aircraft noise con-
trol and land use compatibility.  Three
things make such a study unique: (1) it is
the only comprehensive approach to pre-
venting and reducing airport noise and
community land use conflicts; (2) eligible
items in the approved plan may be fund-
ed from a special  account  in  the
Federal Airport Improvement Program;
(3) it is the only kind of airport study
sponsored by the FAA primarily for the
benefit of airport neighbors.
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
